Here is an ex­ 
planation of some of the factors 
in the situation:

Answer: Gold has two roles. 
One is historic, as a backer of 
money,

U bter Countv leg islators are elected for two y ears: King ston 
alderman are elected for two y ears; King ston’s may or and 
alderman-at-larg e are elected for two y ears. 
King ston School Board members are elected for fix e 
y ears and that is too long a time and we think that is one 
of the major problems with the board. 
For one thing , it is difficult to g et q ualified candidates to 
g ive up five y ears of their time . . . a lot of their time: 10 
hours a week on school hoard business is not at all un­ 
common. 
For another, a fix e-vear term tends to insulate the hoard 
member from the people who put him or her there in the 
first place. In short, they become unresponsive, running the 
district to suit themselves. 
Three y ears sounds just about rig ht. It should serve to at­ 
tract more q ualified candidates; any one with the modicum of 
intellig ence should he able to fig ure out what’s g oing on in 
a vear and contribute according ly and it would make these 
people more accountable more often to those people they 're 
supposed to he representing .

Bro wn Rice, Carro t Juice

If y o u decide to go o n a diet o f fruit and bro wn rice this 
summer—o r fo r that matter, o n a diet o f y o gurt and red 
meat, o r o f ice cream and cho co late eclairs— do n’t ex pect 
anv heln fro m y o ur family do cto r. Practically witho ut ex ­ 
ceptio n, do cto rs are o ppo sed to “ fad diets,” claiming that 
they are unhealthy , and that the o nly diet that will leav e y o u 
glo wing writh v itality and go o d health is a pro perly balanced 
o ne. Meanwhile, back ar the health fo o d sto re, y o u may 
hear differently . 
Fo r at least half-a-century , the medical 
pro fessio n and fo o d faddists hav e waged liv ely battle. The 
do cto rs claim that diet fads lead to , at least, malnutritio n, 
and, at wo rst, death fro m underno urishment. 
The fo o d 
faddists reply that do cto rs are inv o lv ed in so me so rt o f a 
sinister co nspiracy against them because if peo ple ate the 
“ right fo o ds” no ne o f them wo uld get sick, and the do cto rs 
wo uld go o ut o f business, and that the best way to maintain 
go o d health is bv eating the current fad diet. 
It might surprise y o ur do cto r, as well as it wo uld y o u, to 
learn that so me o f the first and flakiest fad diets were made 
up bv do cto rs themselv es. A hundred y ears ago , do cto rs were 
as baffled as the general po pulace abo ut the cause o f many 
diseases. 
So me diseases, such as scurv y , were o bv io usly 
caused bv the lack o f certain fo o ds in the diet, so so me 
do cto rs assumed that perhaps all diseases were caused bv 
dietarv sho rt co mings, and that the pro per diet co uld cure 
any thing— a belief no t to o different fro m that preached by 
so me o f the fo o d faddists to day . 
Barely two hundred y ears ago , fo r instance, a y o ung 
do cto r in Fdinhurgh died fro m ex perimenting with his diet 
— fo r almo st a y ear he lhetl o n bread, meat, o ils, and water, 
as an ex periment. At the end o f the ex periment, he planned 
to switch to a diet o f v egetables and fruit, which might hav e 
cured the scurv y that he dev elo ped. 
Unfo rtunately , he 
changed his mind and went o n a diet o f ho ney pudding and 
cheese. H t became serio usly ill and died, within three weeks. 
Perhaps the y o ung do cto r, W illiam Stark, is o ne reaso n why 
the medical pro fessio n issued a particularly stro ng warning 
against the macro bio tic diet, which, at its mo st refined lev el 
limits the fo llo wer to bro wn rice as a diet. So me peo ple were 
repo rted to hav e, no t surprisingly , dev elo ped scurv y o n the 


diet.

Being a v egetarian is a co mmo n fo o d fad— particularly 
with the price o f meat being what it is. An early pro po nent 
o f v egetarianism was a self-sty led do cto r, Sy lv ester Graham. 
H e believ ed go o d health came fro m a v partan life including 
hard beds, no meat o r alco ho l, and a who le-grain dry bread. 
That bread is still a fav o rite o f children ev ery where — 
graham crackers. No w a snack, at o ne time they were part 
o f a fo o d fad. 
Health fo o d sto res and “ Graham H o tels’’ 
sprang up all o v er the natio n in the 184 0s. 
In 18<M so me o ther fo o d pro ducts familiar to family 
tables ev ery where go t their start as part o f ano ther fad 
health regime. That y ear a wealthy plo ugh manufacturer 
named W illiam Po st attended a “ Health Refo rm Institute ’ 
run bv Sev enth-Dav -Adv entist Jo hn Henry Kello gg. Mr. 
Po st felt that he was cured at the institute, and he and Mr. 
Kello gg set o ut to market their special fo o d pio ducts. Such 
as the co ffee substitute, “ Instant Po stum.” And, ev entuallv , 
all tho se Po st and Kello gg breakfast cereals! It is iro nic 
that 7 5 v rars later, dry breakfast cereals are amo ng the 
things attacked by fo o d faddists (and go v ernment inv estiga­ 
tio ns) as being deficient in nutrients. 
So me cy nics predict that in ano tner 25 y ears, the 
un- 
saturated fat” medical breakthro ugh o f recent >ears will he 
reco gnized as just a fo o d fad that was endo rsed by the 
American Medical Asso ciatio n in a desperate attempt to cut 
do wn o n the number o f peo ple dy ing fro m heart attacks. 
S om e tim e s if seems that tho se teens who are eating 
special “ natural” fo o ds and buy ing who le-grain bread at the 
health fo o d sto re do lo o k slimmer and liv elier and healthier 
than the o nes eating hamburgers and po tato chips and co la. 
The reaso n is pro bably that teens who are o n fad diets are 
at least co nscio us o f the ro le nutritio n play s in health, and 
that thev do n’t pick fo o d just because it tastes go o d. 
On the o ther hand, it’s pro bably po ssible to be just as 
healthy with regular fo o d >o tt huv in the supermarket. Mo st 
“ natural fo o d* claims are pro bably ex aggerated. Ho wev er, 
as lo ng as a diet is balanced, the bo dy pro bably do esn’t care 
if the calcium co mrs fro m milk o r ice cream o r y o gurt. 
And no w, o ff to nav e a nice bo wl o f kelp with sesame 
seeds. , •

A sawho rse is no t a o nce in a- 
while item, to be used o nly 
when cutting lumber. Sawho rses 
are useful in many ways — to

is generally to o cluttered and 
the basement flo o r o r stairs are 
no t the best spo ts.

entertaining. Tracks fo r mo del 
trains can be fastened to hard- 
bo ard and the who le setup sup­ 
po rted o n sawho rses when in 
use.

Use a panel 54 by 60 inches 
and sawho rses 30 inches high.

Time has taken its toll on Dick’s Castle — and portions of 
magnificent pillars have crumbled.

GARRISON 
An engineer and his family are 
working here 
to restore Dick’s 
Gastle — and to fulfill a previous 
owner’s dream for the Hudson 
River sentinel 
perched 
atop

purchased 
in 
1944 
by 
Anton 
Chmela and his wife. Helen, who 
have been working ever since, 
little by little, to complete and re­

The Chmclas are seeking to bring 
reality to the long ago dream of 
Mr. and Mrs. Evans R. Dick, who 
hoped tho castle would become the 
greatest showplace in the Hudson 
River. 
Initially. Chmela, a pioneer In 
developing

radio, set up a laboratory to earn 
• living; then moved into a corner 
wing with his wife, Holon, and a 
•on and daughter. The daughter, 
now married to William Kent, cur­ 
rently lives with her husband in a 
castle apartment, while the son. 
serving in the Peace 
Corps 
in 
Thailand, Is expected to take up 
residence in the imposing struc­ 
ture when he returns this fall. 
Sightseers are welcome with 
the price of admission boing used 
to help 
with 
restoration 
costs. 
Going through the castlo gives a 
person the opportunity to let the 
mind run wild — to imagine what 
might have been. 
The 
Dicks 
were 
inspired 
to 
create the castle after seeing the 
Alhambra 
— 
the 
architectural 
marvel in Spain. They planned to 


spend $7-million on the showplac 
in a day when the dollar we 
worth much more than it is today 
Dick was a wealthy member c 
a New York Stock Exchange firn 
and the family was socially prow 
inent. The couple felt the castle 
like mansion would be a fittin. 
symbol of their station in life. 
Had 
their 
grandiose 
drear 
been realized, the castle woul< 
have rivaled the famous Frederic] 
W. Vanderbilt mansion on the eas 
bank of the Hudson River at Ilydi 
Park, now a U.S. historic site. 
Construction on the Spanish 
stylo structure started in 1905 
Camping out on the mountainsid< 
were 100 workmen, who gradually 
inched the architectural pile stead 
ily skyward. It was to be 180 feu 
long, 222 
feet deep 
and 
have 
towers reaching 86 feet above the 
ground. 
'lho 
concreto 
residence 
was 
built around threo sides of a patic 
— and plans called for a library 
music 
room, 
dining 
room, 
twe 
halls, writing room and bedroom 
and boudoir 
for 
Mrs. 
Dick. 
A 
unique feature was to bo a groat 
ballroom with a concreto shell 
from which musicians could play 
above tho heads of tho dancers. 
One of Mrs. Dick’s droams foi 
the castle was tho building of a 
70-foot 
long 
Venotian-liko 
canal 
down tho contor of a marble-lined 
court surrounded by 25-foot tall 
columns. Here she planned to meet 
her guests and have them paddled 
In a gondola to the castle’s main 
entrance. 
Plans also called for the con- 
struction of a swimming pool just 
off a winding path leading to tbm 
mountain peak. 


Mansion was built around three sides of a patio. In those 
many of the pillars; scratched their names and initials 
years when the castle stood empty, vandals toppled 
on walls in a graffiti mix. 


But financial complications pro- 
vonted 
tho 
dream 
houso 
from 
becoming a reality. Dick, a stock 
broker, was overwhelmed by Wall 
Street setbacks. His fortuno was 
wiped out and ho was forced to 
halt construction on tho castlo 
after spending 
$3-million. 
Work 
was stopped fur short of its final 
goal and, gradually, tho castlo and 
its grounds turned into ono of tho 
mosts famous ruins in tho valloy. 
Shattered was Mrs. Dick’s hopo 
for tho Vcnotian-liko canal. Also 
unfulfilled was tho plan for a 
sccrot stairway from tho second to 
third 
floors, 
directly 
ovor 
hor 
room. Sinco no partitions had been 
installed, this stairway and hall 
woro not visiblo in tho unfinished 
structuro. 
Whon abandoned, tho castlo 
had fivo lovols and was archi­ 
tecturally wholo oxcept for interior 
walls for somo of tho 52 rooms. 
Twonty-threo of tho rooms pos­ 
sessed stono fireplaces bis enough 
to burn immense logs — and a 
spiral staircaso leading upward 
gavo tho promises on authentic 
real castlo look. 
With tho workmon gono. woathor 


wrought its destruction 
on 
tho 
ompty castlo, whoso ornamental 
cornices in time began to crumble. 
It stood baro and lifeless oxcept 
for moonbeams dancing through its 
glassless windows — and wind 
whispering through its broad halls. 
Soon birds and animals arrived 
to 
tako 
rofugo 
in 
tho 
castlo 
planned to accommodate tho high 
society of tho world. 
Quickly going to ruin woro tho 
parapets of tho main arcado, pat­ 
terned from tho court of tho Bar- 
gollo palaco in Florence, Italy. 
Soon tho crumbling walls woro 
surrounded by a mass of weeds. 
Dick died in January, 1934. Ills 
wifo lingered for three years moro 
beforo dying in 1937 in ono of tho 
Swiss-typo cottages which was to 
havo been tho ontranco to tho 
ostato off Routo 9-D. 
After 
hor 
passing, 
tho 
un­ 
completed mansion bccamo a ren­ 
dezvous 
for 
vandals 
and 
the 
advonturous. Such visitors marred 
tho castlo’s boauty by scratching 
names and initials on the walls,' 
toppling pillars and carting away 
firoplaco ornaments, gargoyles and 
dolicately carved marblo figures. 


This left tho castlo an imposing 
ruin by 
tho 
timo 
Chmela pur­ 
chased it in 1944. Ho set up a 
shop in what was to havo boon 
tho wino cellar and later moved 
his family from Yonkers to occupy 
a circular room planned as tho 
butler’s pantry. They slept in what 
was intended as the castlo kitchen. 


Tho 
Chmolas 
set 
about 
re­ 
storing tho gardens and fixing up 
tho dining room. Thoy also threw 
opon tho door to a steady stream 
of sightseers 
attracted 
by 
tho 
castle’s high spiros rising ovor tho 
Hudson River. 


As part of tho rcsortation. the 
Chine las built a limes tono firoplaco 
in tho dining room. On It they 
installed a hand-carved wooden 
mantel found in tho basement and 
8till in boxes addrossod to the 
Dicks at the castlo. 


Restoring tho castlo has been a 
labor of love for the Chmelas. ac­ 
cording to Von Schriltz, a friend of 
tho family. Eventually, the Chmolas 
hope to fully complete the entire 
castlo to realizo tho dream that 
originated many years ago with 
tho Dicks. 


The Chmela famUy has restored part of Uie castle and now uses Uiat section as a home. 
Like a sentinel overlooking the Hudson River, the castle 
stands opposite the U.S. Military Academy at West Point

Lear carries the dead Cordelia as the soldiers look on in NSC’s production of 
Shakespear’s “King Lear.’* 
The Bard’s Language Still Moves 


By EUGENE T. GADOL 
Welcome and twice welcome to 
the National Shakespeare Com­ 
pany. The production of KING 
LEAR, which has opened at Wood- 
stock Playhouse and will continue 
through June 1, evinced a sur­ 
prising 
level 
of professionalism 
given the size and resources of the 
company. 
Shakespeare wrote “King Lear" 
around 1603 after “Hamlet” and 
“Othello." In “Lear" he brings the 
same themes and conflicts to bear 
upon the dramatic evolution of 
human character as he did in the 
earlier — and later — tragedies: 
villainy, treachery, betrayal, mad­ 
ness and redemption — all are 
treated from a secular standpoint 
with such penetrating (and, for the 
times, revolutionary) passion and 
intensity, as to make the dramatic 
characters who bear them tower 
over their historical counterparts: 
the figures and figureheads of 
legend, contemporary chronicles, 
and other plays which usually 
provided 
Shakespeare 
with 
his 
material. 
The 
villainy 
of 
Edmund 
is 
matched only that of Iago. The 
guilessness of Gloucester and Ed­ 
gar equalled only by Othello and 
Rodrigo. And, while the madness 
of Hamlet and of Tom Bedlam is 
feigned, that of Ophelia and Lear 
is real. Loar is not merely a 
wrong headed father. Mad from 
the beginning, lie regains a mea- 
suro of sanity only as tho ill- 
begotton 
fruits 
of his 
feckless 
decisions descend upon him. 
Tradition has it that his is an 
unplayable rolo. Not so — as wit­ 
ness tho controlled porformanco 
by Jeffrey DoMunn of tho NSC cast 
— tho more remarkable as ho took * 
over this assignment on four days 
noticol 
His Lear heads a household of 
grcody and thankless daughters 
and inlaws — a tyrant who plays 
out this domestic tragedy “writ 
large“ with grandour and dignity. 
Tho nearness to tho present of 
Shakospoaro’s Renaissance char­ 
acters. who In thoir lust for life 
and powor defy the gods, spoof 
astrology, and mock the foibles of 
mortality, is all too obvious, even 
though their language is not. 
And what a language it still is! 


The Philip Meister directed pro­ 
duction at Woodstock which offers 
a Judiciously edited, streamlined 
version of this play of the Bard, 
helps us to understand only “tho 
wonder is, he hath endur'd so 
long." 
As for the production itself: 
Meister's direction is masterful. 
The pace never slackens, the styl­ 
ized business effects smooth tran­ 
sitions and helps us to “eke out 
the performance with our mind." 
Costumes, setting, sound effects 
and lighting enhance the somber 
mood throughout — the only dis­ 
tracting feature being the tonal 
quality of a drum — an important 
detail easily corrected. 
Acting honors go to Harland 
Schneider 
(Edmund), 
Aidn 
Jaro 
(The Fool), Jeffrey DeMunn (Lear), 
and James Lavin (Edgar) in that 
order. Schneider has the acting 
metal fitting to the part. He thinks 
a line with his guts before he 
heaves, chews and spits it out. 
Jaro handles a difficult part with 
grace and delicacy and the poi­ 
gnancy it deserves. 
DeMunn in the title role lacks 
somowhat in grandeur and depth, 
especially during the first act. He 
nevertheless redeems himself dur­ 
ing the denouement of the second 
act which seems to suit his tem­ 
perament much belter. 
Richard 
LoVeno’s Earl of Kent, Merritt Ol­ 
sen’s Oswald and Richard Beebe's 
Gloucester aro serviceable. Of the 
throe leadies, only Megan Mc- 
Tavisli’s Coardelia came near to 
being convicing. The others, as 
well as the rost of tho cast — 
healthy and good looking all, wore 
at times acting with a capital “A." 
What they need is oxporionco 
— and that they shall undoubtedly 
got, if they stick with this company 
— and to soo to it that this 
company sticks with us hero in 
Ulster County to contribute much 
to our cultural life . . . is up to

Presorving the natural beauty of Ulster 
County's craggy Shawangunk Mountains is the 
ell-consuming passion of ono local organization 
that is too little known by most of those who 
profit from its activities. Even so, if area 
residents are not totally familiar with its work, 
it has grown to regional — and even national — 
importnnco in the years of its existence. 
And, currently, it is celebrating its 10th 
anniversary with a summcr-lono schedule of 
special events. 
Tho organization is TUB MOHONK TRUST, 
founded in 1963 to carry on two long-standing 
tradilions of tho Smiley family, which has run 
Mohonk through succeedding generations for 
more than 100 years. Those traditions are 
lodged in presorving tho natural beauty of tho 
Shawangunk Mountains, and fostering the cause 
of international understanding and world peace. 
And so successful has the trust been in its 
record of accomplishment in both areas that It 
could enjoy, if it wished, the status of a 
tax-exempt charitable organization, a titlo it 
holds. 
* In spite of this, tho Smiley family has elected 
to continuo paying taxes to tho fivo townships 
(Gardiner, Marbletown, New Paltz, Rochester 
end Rosondale) within which tho Mohonk Trust 
holds somo 4,600 acres of land. More important 
to them la tho benefits derived from their taxes 
to tho townships than tho benefits to themselves 
from tax-oxomption. 
If tho public coffcre gain from this attitude, 
tho bonofits of tlicso wildlands to local residents 
ere far more numerous and precious. Who can 
essoss, for example, tho salutary effect of 
undeveloped mountain land on tho wator tablo 
of tho surrounding valleys?

Trustlands aro always open to tho public on 
a modest fee basis. Tho fees are used to meet 
tho expenses of patrol, maintenance, and taxes

enjoys tax exemption).

Trust, there is cause for rejoicing, and TEMPO 
urges you to join all thoso friends of Mohonk 
who havo already becomo users of tho natural 
terrain there — and who have accepted a 
responsibility to maintain tho quality of tho wild­ 
land environment.

The Incredibly Long Life of the 'Norwich' 


By CAPT. WILLIAM 0. BENSON 
Of all the boats that once used Rondout as 
home port, best known locally in their day were 
the “Mary Powell,” the chain ferry “Riverside” 
or “Skillypot,” and the tow boat “Norwich.” 
It was an unlikely trio. The “Mary Powell” 
was knowTi for her grace and speed and as a 
steamboat whose fame spread far beyond the 
boundaries of the Hudson River. The local 
renou’n of the “Skillypot” rested on the fact she 
was virtually the only way to get across Rondout 
Creek prior to the opening of the 9W highway 
bridge in 1921. The acclaim of the “Norwich” was 
due to her prowess as an ice breaker and her 
Incredibly long life. 
The “Norwich” was originally built in 1836 — 
only 29 years after Robert Fulton's first success­ 
ful steamboat — to run as a passenger and 
freight carrier on I^ng Island Sound between 
New York and Norwich, Conn. She operated on 
that route for seven years and in 1843 came to 
the Hudson River to run between the thriving vil­ 
lage of Rondout and New York. 
In 1848 the “Norwich” was acquired by 
Thomas Cornell and he ran her for a season or 
two on her old route. Being rather small and slow 
compared, to newer passenger boats, Cornell in 
1850 converted her to a tow boat. She remained 
as such for the Cornell Steamboat Company until 
finally sold for scrap in 1923, at the ripe old age 
Of 87. 
The famous “Mary Powell” saw sendee dur­ 
ing all or part of 57 seasons and w’as considered 
to be an exceptionally long-lived steamboat. 
Yet the “Norwich” was in sendee for 25 
years before the ..“Mary Powell” was built and 
was still running when the “Powell” turned her 
last paddle wheel. Indeed, the “Norwich” wit­ 
nessed the first trips of the majority of steam­ 
boats to sail the Hudson and was still steaming 
on the river when they made their last trips. 
As soon as the “Norwich” appeared on the 
Hudson, she gained a reputation as an ice 
breaker, even before she was converted to a 
towing steamer. On one occasion in 1845 she 
broke a channel through solid ice all the way 
from Kingston to Albany to break up an ice jam. 
For the rest of her days on the Hudson she was 
always known as a very good boat in the ice. For 
decades people all along the shores of the Hudson 
called her the “Ice King.” 
When she was breaking Ice, the “Norwich’s” 
bow would ride up on the heavy ice and crush it 
with her weight. On occasion when she could not 
back off, the engineer would disconnect one 
paddle wheel from the other in an effort to free 
her. When that failed to get her off, the deck­ 
hands would roll large barrels of iron and stone 


from one side to the other and — by tipping her 
— her wide over-hanging guards would crack the 
ice, first on one side and then the other. When 
she was fully afloat, the “Norwich” would back 
up and smash into the solid ice again. Her hull' 
was constructed especially for ice breaking and 
for many, many years the “Norwich” would be 
the first boat out in the spring and the last to lay 
up in the winter. 
At different times the “Norwich” was called 
upon to pull steamboats that had run aground in 
fog or heavy snow storms. 
However, when she pulled a grounded steam­ 
boat, a propeller tug would always be in atten­ 
dance; pushing her bow to hold her up against 
the tide, as a side wheeler has no rudder power 
until she gets underway. • 
When the Hudson-Fulton Celebration of 1900 
was held, celebrating the 300th anniversary of tho 
discovery of the river by Henry Hudson and the 
100th anniversary of the development of the 
steamboat by Robert Fulton, the “Norwich” 
played a prominent part. Even then, she was the 
oldest steamboat still in service. 
While being made ready for the celebration 
at the Cornell shops in Rondout, the “Norwich” 
somehow caught on fire and was nearly de­ 
stroyed. Quick work by Cornell’s men and the 
Kingston fire department saved her, although 
damage was severe. The fire occurred Aug. 30, 
1909, only 25 days before the celebration’s big 
marine parade was scheduled to take place In 
New York harbor. 
It was thought that would end any part the 
“Norwich” might play in the event. S. D. 
Coykendall, however, had different ideas and the 
Cornell shops worked around the clock to get her 
ready. She appeared in the parade, all evidence 
of the disastrous fire removed, and on her paddle 
Wheel housings — in addition to her name — 
proudly carried the legend “Oldest Steamboat in 
the World. Built 1836.” 
The “Norwich” continued to sail the Hudson 
through 1919, mostly on the upper end of the 
river. Sometimes she would be in charge of tows 
and, at other times, helping more powerful boats 
like the “Oswego” or the tugboat “Pocahontas.” 
After propeller tugs grew in numbers, the 
“Norwich” was not used much as an ice breaker 
and gradually was utilized only as a spare boat 
during the season’s rush. 
In the early 1920’s, the “Norwich” was tied 
up at Port Ewen at the “Mary Powell’s” old 
winter berth where the Hidden Harbor Yacht 
Club is now located. Talk along the waterfront as 
to why the “Norwich” was not broken up was 
that the old work horse was a particular favorite 
of Mrs. S. D. Coykendall, daughter of Thomas 


Cornell, and that as long as she lived the Cornell 
Steamboat Company would keep her. The “Nor­ 
wich” was one of the first vessels owned by Mrs. 
Coykendall’s father and rumor was she con­ 
sidered the old steamer a symbol of the family’s 
fortune. 
In any event, shortly after Mrs. Coykendall’s 
death, the “Norwich” was sold in November 1923 
to Michael Tucker of Port Ewen and he 
proceeded to break her up. He put the old tow 
boat at high water high on the beach at the south 
of his property and the dismantling went on for 
several years. 
About 1928, the celebrated automobile manu­ 
facturer Henry Ford came to Kingston. At that 
time, he was acquiring material for the museum 
lie was setting up at Dearborn, Mich. He went to 
Port Ewen to see Michael Tucker and find out if 
he could buy parts of the “Norwich” for his 
museum. 
Tucker told him he was a little late, but he 
had some things junk dealers and others hadn’t 
bought yet. Ford acquired the towboat’s two 
drive shafts, two stands that had been in the 
captain’s room and one of her flag poles. Tucker 
tried to get Ford to buy one of her anchors, but 
for some reason he would not. 
During his Kingston visit, Ford also went to 
see John Fischer who had broken up the “Mary 
Powell” at Connelly and acquired a few items 
from the old “Queen of the Hudson.” It is my 
understanding most of these things never actually 
went on display at the museum. Ford had 
acquired a tremendous amount of material from 
all over the country and during World War II 
scrap drives many iron and steel items, probably 
including the drive shafts of the “Norwich,” were 
recycled. 
During her long life, the “Norwich” suffered 
her share of mishaps. Among the more serious, 
in addition to the fire of Aug. 30, 1909, were the 
breaking of her engine’s cross head while coming 
up river with a tow on Nov. 30, 1882, a bad fire on 
Dec. 16, 1906, and at least two sinkings in 
Rondout Creek. 
Also because of her many, many years of 
service, the “Norwich” served as a sort of 
training ship for men who later became some of 
the best known boatmen on the river. Many a 
Hudson River captain, pilot and engineer started 
their steamboat careers on the “Norwich” — 
either as a deckhand or fireman.

Cooper and, at the end, Rol Saulpaugh.

In a Venetian Gazebo, 
Love Is Enshrined

Summerhouses 
have 
been 
a 
highly visible part of tho archi­ 
tecture) of the Catskills for more 
than a hundred years. Tho Mo- 
honk 
Mountain 
House 
grounds 
(now past the century mark) can 
boast 
some 
240 
summerhouses 
scattered around the estate. Moro 
rustic than exotic, they arc tiny, 
open structures with seats 
— 
steeped in a quaint ness of weath­ 
ered wood slats 
and 
thatched 
roofs. 
Hundreds of summerhouses (re­ 
member when they were culled 
“gazebos” ?) once graced the lawns 
of many a private home — and 
even more boarding houses —■ in 
tho Catskills. But few of these 
latticed and trelliscd refuges from 
the sun of thoso pre-air condi­ 
tioning years remain today — and 
those that do are usually tottering 
under the weight of tangled vines 
and shopworn roofs worse for tho 
weather. 
Still, they ore reminders of an 
ora when Currier and Ives prints 
hung 
on every 
wall, 
Victorian 
armchairs offered restful repose, 
Day Liners and steam engines 
brought leisure-loving city 
folks 
thronging to boarding houses in 
tho Catskills. 
The lure of the country scene 
meant much the same then as it 
does today. In those summerhouses 
of old, people found an intimate 
place for quiet thoughts, a stolen 
kiss, for working off anger and 
calming nerves. 
Boarding 
house 
lawns 
were 
busy 
places 
in 
those 
decades 
past — and the 
tiny summer­ 
houses became miniature bond- 
shells for musii ians and singers, 
trysting places for young lovers, 
quiet refuges for thinkers. 


Not all of them were small and 
simple, however. Perhaps tho most 
oxotic gazebo in the history of tliis 
area (until now’) was the Chinoso- 
Inspirod summerhouse that onco 
commanded a magnificent view of 
tho mountains from Crugcrs Island 
in the Hudson River. Set atop tho 
rocky shore by the island’s owner, 
J.C. Cruger, it was a lofty perch 
with a soaring pagoda-like roof. 
But Cruger’s Chinese exotica 
pales 
in 
comparison 
with 
tho 
gazebo that now* dominates ono 
Woodstock lawn. And, while it Is 
indeed a summerhouse by qny 
definition, It can also lay claim to 
the title of “Temple of Love.” 
A 17th century Italian templo 
of stately columns and intricately 
wrought iron dome, it had its 
origins in a gra< ious European 
garden. Centuries later (some time 
in the 1950's), Gertrude Jarvis, art 
doaler-deeorator importer and head 
of the Jarvis Gallery in Woodstock, 


discovered it standing in ancient 
grandeur in Venice. She bought it 
on tho spot; had it completely dis­ 
mantled; shipped it to the U.S. 
Each massive pillar had to bo 
wrapped carofully in sawdust in 
separate crates. Onco arrived in 
Now 
York, 
it 
was 
aboriously 
brought to Woodstock pioco by 
piece; reconstructed with pains­ 
taking authenticity on a specially 
mado baso near tho swimming 
pool at tho first gallery Trudy 
Jarvis oponcd In Woodstock high 
up on Ohayo Mountain. 
In time, it bocamo entwined 
with roses — but when tho Jarvis 
Gallery was moved to its prcsont 
location on Broadview Road, tho 
templo was again carofully dis­ 
assembled and moved, too. Tho 
baso is still imbedded 
on tho 
mountain and tho pieces wero 
never put together again at tho 
new sito.

Undeterred by the fact 
that It was in pieces, he bought it 
a t e gift of love for his wife, 
Mildred. 
Purchased in pieces, It had to 
be reconstructed again — and 
aaveral workmen were required 
for the Job. Placed in surroundings 
as gracious as those of its Euro­ 
pean origin and its first Wood- 
•lock home — and hemmed in by 
•prays of blossoming dogwood — 
It Is a favorite spot of Bernie and 
Mildred Berkowitz. 
They find serenity in sitting on 
Its stone benches on warm sum­ 
mer nights. They have been known 
to serve tea and cocktails there. 
Owners of a motor yacht and world 
travelers, they have shown slides 
•f both the boat and ports they 
bave visited — using the gazebo 
fit a projection room and tho trees 
around it as a screen.

And the temple stood 
in the center of that — a symbol 
of elegance and amour surrounded 
by swimming.swans. 


The replica owned by Bornfe 
and Mildred Berkowitz is 
con­ 
sidered very valuable because of 
its beautiful and laccy dome of 
intricate grillwork. And, as far as 
they know, there is only one other 
gazebo-summerhouse-temple 
com­ 
parable to it in this country. Oddly 
enough, that one is an exact twin 
sister to their9. It once stood In a 
garden near Versailles; Is now in 
the Huntington Botanical Gardens, 
fust 
outside 
of 
Los 
Angeles, 
California. 
Bernie and Mildred Berkowitz, 
however, much prefer their temple 
to its 
twin. Theirs is a 
true 
summerhouse to be used and en­ 
joyed as the gift of lovo it was. 
Tho California temple’s seats offer 
no room for solitary reveries or* 
contemplative thoughts; no space 
witliin for slide shows, concerts 
and tea parties. It is, instead, used 
primarily as window dressing to 
house a massive sculpture piece, 
romantically entitled “ Love, the 
Captivo of Youth." 


If thoro’s a moral messeage in 
tho story of tho three gazebo- 
temples, it was probably lost on 
Marie Antoinette as she mounted 
the stops to tho guillotino.

Cries and Whispers 


Ingmar Bergman’s brooding and 
beautifully photographed film about 
a young woman dying of cancer is 
the 
current 
attraction 
at 
the 
Orpheum Theatre in Saugerties. Set 
in a lonely country house, it is 
another of Bergman’s masterpieces 
— in the class of “Wild Straw­ 
berries” and “The Seventh Seal.” 
Like most of his work, it has 
been written, directed and pro­ 
duced by him — and, in each of 
those three fields — it is brilliant. 
Few films have ever probed so 
deeply into the privacies of per­ 
sonal lives. The falseness of our 
close relationships, too, are exposed 
as Bergman offers up the souls of 
four women, as two sisters and a 
serving girl keep a deathwatch over 
a third sister. As the death scena 
progresses, the past and present of 
all four is explored and unfolds in a 
searing melodrama. 
Superb performances by Ingrid 
Thulin, Harriet Andersson, Liv Ull- 
man and JCari Sylwan make “Cries 
and Whispers” an excellent study 
in loneliness. 


Scorpio 
Burt Lancaster ages well, and in 
this movie, now topping the double 
bill at the local Sunset Drive-In, he 
show’s almost as much vigor push­ 
ing 60 as he did in that much earlier 
acrobatic film, “Trapeze.” He’s still 
capable of a few stunts as he plays 
a double agent on the run from both 
East 
and West. He’s 
especially 
athletic in a scene in which he’s 
pursued through a Vienna construc­ 
tion site by Alain Delon, who’s 
trying to kill him for the CIA. 
Suffice it to say that Lancaster 
is just fine as a cunning and men­ 
acing spy, who’s a total opportunist. 
Very good, too, are such as Paul 
Scofield, 
John 
Colicos 
and 
JJD. 
Cannon. 


On the double bill at the Sunset 
with “Scorpio,” is the rerun, “THE 
MECHANIC,” with Charles Bronson 
playing a professional killer, in­ 
volved in slaughter and sadism in 
behalf of the mob.

To Rome, then, to plead their 
case before the Pope (Alex Guin­ 
ness), who out-philosophizes them 
in a speech about original sin and 
original grace. It all comes out 
sounding more like a string of tele­ 
vision commercials than the movie 
wedged in between.

The string instruments played in most 
elementary schools include the violin, viola 
and cello. Which one would you like to play? 
Some children prefer learning to play 
string instruments over learning to play band 
instruments because they find them more 
challenging. They also feel that, by learning 
to play strings, they can gain a better appre­ 
ciation of all music, especially classical. They 
know that, in order to play any instrument 
well, practice is important and builds self 
discipline. 
String instruments are popular because 
they can be played on so many occasions. 
They can also be played in many different 
ways. You can pluck them with your finger. 
~^Vyhen you move the bow across a string, you 
can skip it, jump it, pull it, push it, flip it, 
drag it, and do any number of different move-, 
ments, making lots of different sounds. 
The first stringed instruments probably 
had just one string and were played by pluck­ 
ing. The bows were invented much later and 
4 looked very much like the bows used for4 
shooting arrows. 
The Violin 
The violin is the most popular of all 
string instruments. It has had a very im­ 
portant influence on all music. A lot of good 
music has been written for it, so you can al­ 
ways find something interesting to play. The 
violin has the disadvantage of being a diffi­ 
cult instrument to learn to play really well. 
It takes a lot of hard work, and like all 
stringed instruments, it requires good coor­ 
dination. There are usually 30 violins in a 
symphony orchestra. 
The Viola ’ 
The viola is a little larger than a violin.* 
The strings are heavier, so the tone is slightly 
lower. There are about 10 violas in a sym­ 
phony orchestra.

The Parts of a Violin 


The strings of a violin can be made of wire, cat 


or sheep gut, or gut wrapped with wire (silver or 


aluminum). The bow has strands of horsehair or 


synthetic material, such as fiberglass, stretching from 


end to end. In order to make the strings vibrate and 


make a sound' players rub the strands of the bow1 
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with a cake of rosin. This causes friction, which 


makes the vibrations and produces the sound. 


Antonio Stradivari was the most famous violin 


maker of all time. He was an Italian who lived from 


around 1644 to 1737. In his lifetime, he made over 


1,500 instruments by hand. Some are still in existence
